Mr. Hubbell, in a few words, intro-

Gov.

at once made a 


good impression. 
He commenced 
by 


announcing that he 
had 
cast 
his lot 


with the people 
of 
California; 
that 


their prosperity 
would be his prosper- 


ity and 
their calamities 
he 
would 


share. 
He announced 
himself 
une- 


quivocally as a Republican. 
The age 


when Conservatism 
was a virtue had 


passed, 
and for the past ten or fifteen 


years Conservatism 
had been a term 
of ignomiuy. . He looked upon con- 
servative men as lacking courage, and 
did 
not 
believe 
in 
conservatism. 
There was a riglit and a wrong side to 
every 
question,
